The despatch, which is mainly about 
mining matters, is to the offoct that now 
rogulations have boon concluded by tho 
Peking Government and that the strictest 
precaution must be taken in all matters, 
mineral especially, for the protection of 
Chinn's sovereignty. 

Instructions have been sent throughout 
the Empiro to refuse all concessions to 
foreigners, and tho Peking Government 
ordera that these instructions must be 
adhered to by olliciala in dealing with 
foreigners. 

In the case of concussions to he worked 
by joint undertakings, the ngreuments must 
be strictly scrutinised in order that no loss 
of sovereignty is incurred. 

Tho dospatch concludes by instructing 
tho Canton Viccroy ‘to submit at the 
éarlicst” possible moment a statement-of 
the various mining concessions within his 
jurisdiction, with a report of ‘present con-

At tho Union Church Litorary Bociety’s 
ronin Inst night Mr Ames P. Wilder 
locturad on Dr Samusl Jolmson. The

In tho course of the “discourse Mr 
Wilder sid thnt Boswell’s Life of Johnson 
ia well called the greatest of biographies. 
Boswell was a hera-worshipper, he follow- 
od Johrison like a faithful spaniel and 
wax often snuffed and caffed ; but his 
book differs fram tho usunl bald eulogy 
in that be felt bis bere sould not be 
lossened by the full lime light and he 
wadu his word-picture complete by tenv- 
ing no tine of inquiry untenched. He 
even tried to ascertain what Johnson did 
with the orange peel the gent man car- 
riad from thetable in his pocket : and to 
enrich his nate-bo k Boswell once asked 
Johnson how he would procecd were ho 
loft alone in a castle with a now born 
babe. Macayley hammers poor Boswell 
to a shupuless mass but Berkbeek Hill 
and other ehimpions have sprung te his 
roxcur, Doxwoll was impertinent, but he 
wae impertinent ia a good cause—namely, 
the matehless portraiture of a great man.

“The greatest difficulty of the Chinese 
inillors,” says « consular report, ‘is to 
find o market for their bran, middlings, 
shorts, and other by-products. ‘The local 
markets do not requito any great ainount 
of theso articles, a8 there ure few to be 
fed, Inrge mills find it hard or even im- 
possible to dispose of theso goods, One 
mill in China decided to get around this 
difficulty by buying hogs and feeding them. 
Expensive chutes and other contrivances 
wore built to-convey the bran, ete., direct- 
ly to the pons, but for some reason the 
hogs did not fatten on this food and tho 
experiment proved a failure.”
